e In-Person - Students who began in-person instruction on September 8, 2020, at 
YCES/Estabrook and YCMS are expected to return to in-person instruction on Monday, 
January 25, 2021. Please note that your child will continue to receive remote learning 


instruction effective Monday, January 4, 2021, through Friday, January 22, 2021. 


o Students in Grades TK-5 who attended in-person instruction at 
YCES/Estabrook will return for in-person instruction on Monday, January 25, 
2021. 

o Students in Grades 6-8 who were attending in-person instruction at YCMS will 
return to YCMS 2 days per week (Monday and Tuesday) for in-person instruction 
on Monday, January 25, 2021. 

o Students in Grades 9-12 who were attending in-person instruction at YCMS will 
return to YCMS 2 days per week (Wednesday and Thursday) for in-person
